Issue ranks with economy as a top concern of Americans

WASHINGTON! Americans are now about as 
likely to mention immigration as the econ- 
omy when they are asked to name the most 
important problem facing the United States, 
though both rank behind war in Iraq and 
elsewhere, an AP-Ipsos poll found. 

Immigration’s rise in the latest survey 
about the nation’s top problems suggests the 
public is keeping close watch on the immi- 
gration debate by U.S. lawmakers. 

Efforts in the Senate to pass sweeping 


immigration legislation faltered Friday, 
leaving in doubt the prospects for passage of 
a measure that offered the hope of citizenship 
to millions of men, women and children living 
in the U.S. illegally. In response, an estimat- 
ed 100,000 people are expected to turn out 
for a rally on the National Mall on Monday. 

The rise in public concern about immigra- 
tion has been quick and substantial. 


When people were asked this past week 
to name the top national problem that came 
to mind, 13 percent said immigration — four 
times the number who said that in January. 
Roughly the same number, 14 percent, named 
the economy, according to the poll of 500 
adults. The survey has a margin of sampling 
error of plus or minus 4.5 percentage points. 

More than 11 million illegal immigrants 
are believed to be in the U.S. now, with thou- 
sands more coming in all the time, (ap)

Second Wave of Tornadoes 
Sweeps Through Midwest 

In the second wave of violent weath- 
er to hit the state of Tennessee in 
less than a week, severe thunder- 
storms and tornadoes wiped out 
homes and killed at least 12 peo- 
ple. Crews worked on Saturday and 
Sunday to clear away the wreckage 
and restore services. On Saturday, a 
line of severe thunderstorms rolled 
through the states of Alabama and 
Georgia, damaging homes and busi- 
nesses. (AP)

Demonstrators urge 
reforms to legalize 
undocumented workers 

DALLAS I Hundreds of thousands of 
protesters banged drums, waived 
U.S. flags and shouted “Si Se 
Puede ! ”, Spanish for “Yes, we can! ”, 
in a rally urging federal lawmak- 
ers to pass immigration reform that 
would legalize an estimated 11 mil- 
lion undocumented workers. 

More protests are expected 
across America on Monday. Weeks 
ago, organizers picked Monday for 
dozens of demonstrations, a signal 
that what began as a string of dis- 
parate events — attracting tens 
and even hundreds of thousands 
of people — has become more 
coordinated. 

Many of those who crammed 
into the streets of downtown Dallas 
on Sunday wore white clothing to 
symbolize peace. Marchers includ- 


ed families pushing strollers with 
their children. Police estimated 
the crowd at between 350,000 


and 500,000. 

Some protesters wore shirts that 
said “No HR 4437,” referring to the 


House bill passed in December that 
would build more walls along the 
U.S.-Mexico border, make criminals 
of people who helped undocument- 
ed immigrants and make it a felony, 
rather than a civil infraction, to be 
in the country illegally. 

The protest, one of many planned 
Sunday and Monday across the 
nation, was held even though 
sweeping reform legislation that 
would have given many illegal immi- 
grants a chance at citizenship stalled 
on Capitol Hill last week. 

In Des Moines, Iowa, more than 
5,000 people rallied on Sunday. 
People in the mostly Hispanic crowd 
displayed American flags and car- 
ried signs that read “We are workers, 
not felons” and “Somos todos immi- 
grantes — We are all immigrants.”

U.S. Softens Tone on Iran 


White House seeks to 
dampen talk of strike 
over nuelear program 

WASHINGTON | The White House 
on Sunday sought to dampen the 
idea of a U.S. military strike on 
Iran, saying the United States is 
conducting “normal defense and 
intelligence planning” as President 
Bush seeks a diplomatic solution to 
Tehran’s suspected nuclear weapons 
program. 

Administration officials — from 
President Bush on down — have left 
open the possibility of a military 


response if Iran does not end its 
nuclear ambitions. Several reports 
published Sunday said the adminis- 
tration was studying options for mili- 
tary strikes; one account raised the 
possibility of using nuclear bombs 
against Iran’s underground nucle- 
ar sites. 

Dan Bartlett, counselor to Bush, 
cautioned against reading too much 
into administration planning. 

“The president’s priority is to find 
a diplomatic solution to a problem 
the entire world recognizes,” Bartlett 
told The Associated Press on Sunday. 
“And those who are drawing broad, 
definitive conclusions based on nor- 


mal defense and intelligence plan- 
ning, are ill-informed and are not 
knowledgeable of the administra- 
tion’s thinking on Iran.” 

Experts say a military strike 
on Iran would be risky. U.S. forces 
already are preoccupied with Iraq 
and Afghanistan, and an attack 
against Iran could inflame U.S. 
problems in the Muslim world. 

British Foreign Secretary Jack 
Straw, in an interview with the 
British Broadcasting Corp., said 
Britain would not launch a pre- 
emptive strike on Iran and he was as 
“certain as he could be” that neither 
would the U.S. nedra pickler (ap)

Bush Under Fire For Role in CIA Leak 


Specter: White House 
needs to explain CIA 
intelligence disclosure 

WAS H I N GTO N I President Bush and 
Vice President Dick Cheney should 
speak publicly about their involve- 
ment in the CIA leak case, a leading 
Republican senator said Sunday. 

“We ought to get to the bottom of 
it so it can be evaluated, again, by the 
American people,” said Sen. Arlen 
Specter, chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. 

In a federal court filing last 


week, the prosecutor in the case 
said Cheney’s former chief of staff, 
I. Lewis Libby, testified before a 
grand jury that he was authorized 
by Bush, through Cheney, to leak 
information from 
a classified docu- 
ment that detailed 
intelligence agen- 
cies’ conclusions 
about weapons 
of mass destruc- 
tion in Iraq. 

A lawyer 
knowledgeable about the case said 
Saturday that Bush declassified 


sensitive intelligence in 2003 and 
authorized its public disclosure to 
rebut Iraq war critics, but he did 
not specifically direct that Libby 
disseminate the information. 

“I think that it is necessary for the 
president and vice president to tell 
the American people exactly what 
happened,” Specter told “Fox News 
Sunday.” 

Libby faces trial on charges of 
perjury and obstruction of justice 
for allegedly lying to the grand jury 
and investigators about what he told 
reporters about CIA officer Valerie 
Plame. nedra pickler (ap)

Orbiter Takes Aim 
At Mars’ Surface 


NASA publishes new 
images of planet s 
diverse topography 

LOS ANGELES I Scientists have 
processed more than a dozen 
new photos taken by the Mars 
Reconnaissance Orbiter, which 
arrived at the Red Planet last 
month, including its first color 
image. 

The crisp test images released 
Friday revealed pocked craters, 
carved gullies and wind-formed 
dunes in Mars’ southern hemi- 
sphere. The diverse geologic fea- 
tures show the importance of 
water, wind and meteor impacts 
in shaping the Martian surface, 
scientists said. 

The orbiter, the most advanced 
spacecraft ever sent to another plan- 


et, reached Mars on March 10 and 
slipped into an elliptical orbit. Over 
the next six months, it will dip into 
the upper atmosphere to shrink its 
orbit, lowering itself to 158 miles 
above the surface. 

Last month, the orbiter beamed 
back the first view of Mars from an 
altitude of 1,547 miles. Those first 
test images were meant to calibrate 
the high-resolution camera aboard 
the spacecraft. The latest images 
were taken at the same time, but 
scientists spent several weeks pro- 
cessing them. 

The Reconnaissance Orbiter will 
begin collecting data in November, 
and scientists expect the resolution 
of those images to be nine times 
higher. 

The $720 million mission is 
managed by NASA’s Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory in Pasadena, (ap)

CARACAS, VENEZUELA I Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez said the 
U.S. ambassador was “provoking 
the Venezuelan people” and threat- 
ened Sunday to expel the American 
diplomat, whose convoy was chased 
by pro -government protesters on 
motorcycles. 

Chavez condemned the crowd 
of protesters for pelting U.S. 
Ambassador William Brownfield’s 
car with eggs and tomatoes, saying 
his government “rejects any kind of 
aggression.” 

But he suggested Brownfield, 
who was returning from a visit to 
a ballpark in Caracas’ poor Coche 
neighborhood, a Chavez stronghold, 
sought a confrontation by failing to 
advise authorities adequately of his 
travel plans. 

“I’m going to throw you out of 
Venezuela if you continue provok- 
ing the Venezuelan people,” Chavez 
said in a nationally televised speech 
addressed to Brownfield. 

Chavez’s incendiary comments 
came after Washington warned of 
“severe diplomatic consequence” 
if a similar incident repeats itself.

Iraqi Shiites Meet 
On Disputed PM 


Egypt’s Mubarak 
asserts that civil war 
has ‘almost started’ 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Shiite lawmakers 
met on Sunday, the third anniver- 
sary of the fall of Baghdad to U.S. 
forces, in the first formal step to 
break the deadlock over Sunni and 
Kurdish opposition to their choice 
for a prime minister to head the next 
government. 

But the meeting, held at the 
insistence of the Shiites’ top cleri- 
cal leadership, failed to produce any 
breakthroughs, as Prime Minister 
Ibrahim al- Jaafari’s key allies stuck 
by their support for him, according 
to Shiite officials. 

At least 15 people were killed in 
violence Sunday, including eight 
suspected insurgents shot by U.S. 
soldiers in a pre-dawn raid north 
of the capital. 

Representatives of the seven 
factions within the United Iraqi 
Alliance made no final decisions 
during the Sunday meeting but 
agreed to form a three-member 
committee to discuss the crisis with 
Sunni Arab and Kurdish parties 
that have opposed al- Jaafari. 

Meanwhile, in Cairo, Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak angered

Iraqi leaders on Sunday by saying 
Shiites there and across the Middle 
East are more loyal to Iran than to 
their own countries in a startling- 
ly frank warning of possible civil 
war in Iraq. 

In an interview broadcast 
Saturday by Al-Arabia television, 
Mubarak said, “Definitely Iran has 
influence on Shiites. Shiites are 65 
percent of the Iraqis . . . Most of the 
Shiites are loyal to Iran, and not to 
the countries they are living in.” 

He also said that civil war 
“has almost started” in Iraq.

Violence continues as 
protesters defy curfew 
to demand democracy 

KATMANDU, NEPAL I The crisis in 
this Himalayan nation deepened 
Sunday as angry crowds demanding 
the restoration of democracy took 
to the streets across Nepal in defi- 
ance of a daytime curfew, throwing 
stones at security forces and burn- 
ing government offices. 

With King Gyanendra and his 
swelling opposition both refusing to 
back down, the situation appeared 
to be reaching its most volatile point 
since he seized absolute power more 
than a year ago. The well-armed

communist insurgency has allied 
itself with the political opposition, 
which vowed Sunday to continue 
demonstrations indefinitely. 

Security forces have killed three 
protesters, including one in Sunday’s 
gunfire, and thrown more than 800 
in jail during four days of demon- 
strations that, for the first time, 
brought thousands of business 
people into the streets alongside 
students and political activists. 

The protests, part of a four- 
day nationwide strike, were to end 
Sunday; instead the king’s oppo- 
nents announced that they would 
continue, with no end in sight. 

The demonstrations will be 
“long-drawn. I can’t say how this

will end,” said Ram Sharan Mahat 
of the country’s largest party, the 
Nepali Congress. 

Saturday was the l6th anniversa- 
ry of the introduction of democracy 
in Nepal, which came about after 
dozens of pro -democracy demon- 
strators were shot by police, prompt- 
ing a surge of anti-royal sentiment 
and forcing the late King Birendra 
to yield much of his authority. 

Gyanendra abruptly ended the 
democratic experiment last year 
when he reclaimed absolute power 
from other parts of the government, 
arguing he needed to bring order 
to a chaotic and corrupt political 
scene and end a deadly communist

At Least 29 Die in Pakistan Stampede 


KARACHI, PAKISTAN I A Stampede 
killed at least 29 women and chil- 
dren and injured more than 70 oth- 
ers in this southern Pakistani port 
city Sunday as thousands filed out of 
a religious seminar to mark the birth 
of Islam’s Prophet Muhammad, 
police and doctors said. 

The stampede occurred outside 
the Sunni Muslim Faizan-e-Medina 
center in downtown Karachi as the 
crowd left after listening to clerics 
deliver sermons on the life of the

7th Century prophet whose birthday 
is celebrated Tuesday, said Hanees 
Billu, a spokesman for the center. 

Witnesses said the fatal crush 
happened inside the compound 
of the center after a woman bent 
down to help a young girl who had 
fallen, causing other people behind 
to trip over her. 

Doctors said most of the deaths 
were caused by internal injuries and 
suffocation, while more than 40 of 
those injured were in “very serious 
conditions,” said Ali Azmat Abdi of

Once Again, Mickelson Is Masterful 



Lefty runs away with 
second green jacket 
with two -shot victory 

GOLF I Phil Mickelson is a Masters 
champion again, and now he’s mak- 
ing it look easy. 

Once known as a lovable loser 
who went a dozen years and 42 
majors before figuring out how to 
win golf s biggest events, Mickelson 
captured his second straight major 
on Sunday at Augusta National with- 
out needing a nail-biting finish. He 
closed with a 3 -under 69 for a two- 
shot victory over Tim Clark, and his 
second green jacket in three years. 

The only surprise was the way 
he won. 

There were no thrills for Phil, 
rather calculated shots that forced 
Fred Couples, Tiger Woods and 
Vijay Singh to try to catch him. 
Instead, they stumbled with three - 
putts and a litany of other mistakes 
that allowed Mickelson to stroll up 
the 18th fairway with no worries. 

He won his first major at 
Augusta two years ago with an 
18 -foot birdie putt on the final 
hole. He added the U.S. PGA 
Championship last year at Baltusrol 
with a flop shot to 2 feet for another 
decisive birdie on the final hole. 

His only bogey on a breezy 


afternoon at Augusta National 
came when it no longer mattered. 
He missed the 18th green to the 
left, chipped to 20 feet and settled 
for two putts. 

He didn’t leap with arms thrust 
into the air, as he did two years 
ago. Mickelson simply smiled and 
walked off the green and into the 


arms of his wife and children. 

He finished at 7-under 281 and 
earned $1.26 million , putting him 
atop the U.S. PGA Tour money list. 
The victory also moved him up to 
No. 2 in the world ranking behind 
Woods. 

Mickelson emerged as a major 
threat to Woods’ pursuit of Jack 


Nicklaus’ record 18 victories in 
Grand Slam events. This was the 
third straight year Mickelson has 
won a major — Woods is the only 
other player to have done that in 
the last 20 years. Only five others 
have won majors in three straight 
seasons since the Masters began in

Flaming Lips On Fire 



Pop eccentrics 
abandon optimism 
for outraged protest 

POLITICIZED I Make no mistake 
about it, Flaming Lips frontman 
Wayne Coyne is angry. 

If the band’s last full-length 
for Warner Bros., 2002’s “Yoshimi 
Battles the Pink Robots,” cloaked 
its emotions with songs about 
Japanese superheroes and true- 
to-life androids, the new “At War 
With the Mystics” finds the Flaming 
Lips putting a greater focus on the 
here and now. 

“You think you’re radical, but 
you’re not so radical,” Coyne sings 
in the album’s “Free Radicals.” “In 
fact, you’re fanatical.” 

The Flaming Lips have never 
sounded so funky. But more surpris- 
ing is the sarcasm in Coyne’s voice. 
Perhaps beginning with 1999’s “The 
Soft Bulletin,” the Flaming Lips 
have earned a reputation as eter- 
nal optimists, dressing up moments 
of sadness with grand orchestra- 
tions, as evidenced on “Waiting for 
Superman” and the “Yoshimi” single 
“Do You Realize?” 

Fans are getting a glimpse of 
another side of Coyne. 

“This wasn’t by our intention, but 
we’ve been given this sort of throne 
of optimism and enthusiasm,” Coyne 


said. “I didn’t want people to think 
we could just ignore everything else 
and sing about how wonderful the 
world is when we’ve got [expletive] 
like George W. Bush.” 

There are a handful of pro- 
test songs, including the bouncy 
“Haven’t Got a Clue” and the space - 
rock anthem “The W.A.N.D.” Yet 
the Flaming Lips seem incapable 
of going completely negative, and 
there are moments of beauty, nota- 
bly the swirling mix of guitars, key- 


boards and flutes on “Pompeii Am 
Gotterdammerung.” 

“You can’t sit there and say. We’ll 
just sing about the mystical, magical 
nature of love and existence,”’ said 
Coyne. “We don’t expect to change 
the war. I have no illusions that rock 
music has ever changed anything, 
but if nothing else, this is like pray- 
ing. We sing it to the darkness, and 
it makes us feel better.” 

The Flaming Lips tour relent- 
lessly and have a reputation for 


boisterous live shows. Coyne is 
wont to come onstage in a giant 
ball, and then there is an assort- 
ment of puppets, fake blood, party 
toys, large balloons and full -body 
animal costumes. 

The band’s sound may change, 
but Coyne said the live shows will 
continue to be one massive cel- 
ebration. “I would never want 
people to think we’d abandon the 
‘parade of freaks’ thing that we do.”

Redesigned ‘Kahuna’ 
Live Mail falling short 
in initial user testing 

TECH TEST 1 1 signed up for my first 
Hotmail account in 1996 when a 
tech- savvy friend told me it would 
be part of the wave of the future. 

“Imagine it, this e-mail address 
travels with you,” he said. I quickly 
signed up and have been hooked 
ever since. 

But somewhere along the line, 
it seemed as if Microsoft Corp. just 
stopped caring about the free Web- 
based e-mail service it bought in 
1997- The once -groundbreaking 
Hotmail quickly became a dinosaur 
to feature -rich rivals from Yahoo 
Inc., Google Inc. and AOL. 

Enter Microsoft’s Hotmail over- 
haul — code-named “Kahuna,” so- 
named to reflect what the company 
considers a big wave of innovation. 
For now, though. Kahuna falls 
short. 

About 1 million of HotmaiTs 
230 million active users are now 
using a “beta” test of Kahuna, for- 
mally known as Windows Live Mail. 
The product ties into the rollout of 


Microsoft’s Live brand, which will 
one day integrate multiple pieces 
of software in one bundle. 

With the facelift, Hotmail looks 
much more like Microsoft’s Outlook 
desktop software than a traditional 
Web product. 

One of Live Mail’s strongest fea- 
tures is its alert for potential “phish- 
ing” attacks. The “infobar” appears 
red when a message is potential 
spam or a phishing scheme and 
green when it comes from some- 
one already in your contact list. 

All really are powerful fea- 
tures — but truly innovative a 
few years ago. I would have liked 
to see some true breakthroughs 
that would make my friends using 
other free mail services turn green 
with envy. 

Live Mail doesn’t automatical- 
ly check for new messages like its 
rivals, nor does it work in compet- 
ing browsers —just Microsoft’s own 
Internet Explorer. This is expected 
to change down the pike. 

While Microsoft irons out the 
kinks in Live Mail, users who like 
the traditional Hotmail view would 
be well advised to stick with it for

The old guard of film 
is abandoning its 
once-flourishing field 

They are some of the most legend- 
ary names in photography. Minolta 
scored the world’s first successful 
auto -focus, single -lens reflex cam- 
era. Fuji invented 1600 -speed film, 
once the industry’s fastest. Nikon’s 
fabled F- series made the 35mm 
camera the picture -taking work- 
horse for the last half-century. 

Now the companies share a 
more dubious distinction: aban- 
doning part of the business that 
made them famous. 

Camera makers have battled to 
adapt to the digital revolution for 
the past 10 years, but recent retreats 
by leading brands underline how 
the industry has turned upside- 
down. With the market poised to 
plateau, more players are chasing 
fewer opportunities and the old 
guard is losing out. 

“It’s inevitable that many of the 
camera manufacturers in the mar- 
ket today will be either bought up or 
go out of business,” said Ed Lee, an 
analyst with InfoTrends Inc. 

More than 75 percent of all cam- 
eras sold today are digital, and digi- 
tal images are expected to account 
for 90 percent of all professionally

Camera buffs were stunned 
in January when Konica Minolta 
Holdings Inc., which traces its roots 
to 1873, said it was quitting the cam- 
era business altogether and selling 
its digital assets to Sony Corp. 

Nikon Corp. said the same 
month it would stop making seven 
of its nine film cameras and con- 
centrate on digital models. 

Fuji Photo Film Co., which 
plans to cut 5,000 jobs, changed 
directions last month announcing 
it would spend nearly $8.5 million 
to diversify into pharmaceuticals.

Daytona Beach has 
succeeded in driving 
spring breakers away 

Dana Wassum and Mary Jane 
Jackson brought their bikinis all 
the way from Maryland’s Towson 
University to soak up spring-break 
sun in Daytona Beach, Fla. So far, 
they’ve been disappointed. 

“I kind of thought it would 
be more crazy,” the 21-year-old 
Wassum said. “Like wet T-shirt 
contests. We wanted to enter one 
but couldn’t find any.” 

Three years after Daytona Beach 
stopped advertising aimed at pull- 
ing in the spring-break crowd, the 
number of students has dropped 
from 400,000 to a trickle.

SPRING BREAKER 


Daytona inherited the spring- 
break traffic in the 1980s from Fort 
Lauderdale, where years of trashed 
hotels, fights and fatal balcony acci- 
dents persuaded officials there to 
get out of the college tourism busi- 
ness. The mayor went on national 
television to tell students they were 
no longer welcome. 

After an advertising push lured 


them north, Daytona Beach was 
overwhelmed by raucous crowds 
and started to crack down on heavy 
partying in the 1990s. Bad behavior 


peaked again in 2002, with hote- 
liers complaining of heavy drink- 
ing and vandalism. Scores of high 
school girls were handcuffed and 



arrested for showing their breasts. 
Others drank until passing out in 
the street. 

It has been steadily more sedate 
since. “When you do put controls 
on events and you’re really clamp- 
ing down on some of the excesses 
like alcohol consumption, I think 
the kids figure. Why worry about 
going somewhere and being arrest- 
ed when I can go to the Caribbean 
or somewhere and not have to worry 
about those controls,”’ said Tangela 
Boyd of the Daytona Beach Area 
Convention and Visitors Bureau. 

Further draining the party 
pool are “alternative spring break” 
options, like volunteering on the 
Gulf Coast or building houses for 
the homeless. Spring break trips 
abroad, where alcohol consumption 
is easier for under-21 partiers, are 
also gaining in popularity. 

Daytona and Fort Lauderdale 
aren’t the first cities to decide the 
students were more trouble than 
they were worth. After Sonny Bono 
was elected mayor of Palm Springs, 
Calif, in 1988, he helped transform 
the resort town from a spring-break 
mecca by banning cruising and 
thong bikinis, tr avis reed (ap)

Fashion Week Mexico launched 
its second season on the rooftop of 
Camino Real Hotel in the heart of 
Mexico City’s swanky Polanco dis- 
trict. While the sight of the bus- 
tling staff, eager socialites and 
swarming press members fol- 
lowed the formula of any given 
fashion week, the voluptuous 
runway models and flamboy- \ 
ant clothes seen so far make 
it clear that Mexico carries its 
own definition of style. 

Most of the collections 
thus far failed to show more 
than one or two memorable 
looks, but local designer Carlo 
Demichelis easily outshined 
the rest of his fellow design- 
ers with a stellar collection 
that had the clean sophisti- 
cation of Narciso Rodriguez 
and a kind of decadence 
rarely seen in American 
fashion. 

The show began with V. 
a handful of conservative m 



ensembles that included a cowl neck 
grey wool jacket and a traditional 
olive peacoat with strips of metallic 
black leather trimming. The femi- 
nine silhouette of a bold leather coat 
with chocolate leather shingles kept 
the avant-garde look clean and 
accessible while a form-fit- 
ting blazer worn over black 
riding pants gave audience 
members a glimpse of the 
designer’s softer side. 

A floor-skimming 
grey gown with all-over 
beaded embroidery and a 
fitted black dress with 
a gold chiffon tiered 
bust stole the show. 
The plunging back- 
side of the grey gown 
exposed enough skin to 
visually lift the heaviness 
of its beaded embellishments 
whereas the latter gown’s simple 
black bodice tamed the explosion of 
gold chiffon detailing that beauti- 
fully framed the decolletage. 

Demichelis’ play with volume 
and texture, however, did not 
always make for great cloth- 
ing. For example, the glitter- 
ing sequins on a sheer black 



chiffon fish-tail top looked like it 
came straight out of a scene from 
the “Matrix” trilogy and a kimo- 
no-inspired eggplant shirt-dress 
looked sloppy and out of sync with 
the rest of the collection. 

It also didn’t help that 
many of the runway mod- 
els didn’t know how to 
work the runway, as 
more than a couple suc- 
cumbed to falls or the loss 
of a shoe. 

Clearly, the audience didn’t 
seem to mind, as most everyone 
rose from their seats to give the 
designer a standing ovation at the 
end of the show. Still, Demichelis 
needs to work harder at focusing 
his collection and perfecting his 
runway presentation should he 
want to claim a spot in the global 
fashion market. This is especially 
true if he plans on ever showing in 
New York, Paris or Milan where 
unforgiving critiques dominate. 

Lucky for Demichelis, there is no 
denying that this designer has the 
raw talent and local notoriety that 
is necessary to put him on the right 
track toward international success.

Judas Redux

Does the entire content of the Gospel 
of Judas deal with the relationship 
between Jesus and Judas? How 
many pages in the complete volume? 

The entire text of the Gospel of 
Judas occupies 26 pages of the book 
or Codex; that is pages 33 through 
58. The relationship between Jesus 
and Judas is the key element in the 
Gospel of Judas. It is suggested in 
the gospel, in no uncertain terms, 
that Judas is the only one of the 
disciples who truly understands 
Jesus. The heart of the Gospel of 
Judas communicates a revelation 
or a teaching that Jesus offered to 
Judas about the nature of the world 
and the nature of God in the world. It 
is this teaching about cosmology that 
is the content of the knowledge that 
Judas must understand in order to 
become enlightened. He does under- 
stand it; he becomes transfigured 
or enlightened and he does exactly 
what Jesus asks him to do. He turns 
him into the authorities. 

When and where will the English 
translation of the text be available? 

It is available right now in the 
book titled “The Gospel of Judas,” 
edited by Rodolphe Kasser, Marvin 
Meyer, myself and Gregor Wurst. 
And it should be at bookstores every- 
where. The National Geographic 
Web site has the Coptic text and 
many other aids for reading and 
understanding the Gospel of Judas. 

Who wrote the Gospel of Judas? 

We do not know who wrote the 


Gospel of Judas, but one thing is very 
clear, it was not Judas. Rather it was 
some mid-second- century Christian 
who felt that he or she had a power- 
ful understanding of the good news 
of Jesus and wanted to proclaim that 
vision of Jesus to other people. 

Why were the early church leaders 
so opposed to the Judas text and the 
idea that Jesus may have appointed 
Judas to turn him over to the author- 
ities? 

The Gospel of Judas not only has 
an unconventional view of the dis- 
ciple Judas, it also is a mystical or 
Gnostic gospel that suggests that 
within every person there is a spark 
or light of the divine. God is within 
each human being. This mystical 
approach was viewed with suspi- 
cion by many people, in particular 
church leaders, and in addition to 
theological issues that they had with 
this sort of gospel, they were also 
concerned with the political impli- 
cations. If readers of the Gospel of 
Judas and other similar mystical 
gospels take the message serious- 
ly, then they do not need to consult 
with any priest or bishop in order to 
find the way to God. They can find 
God by themselves because they are 
one with God. ... This sort of inde- 
pendence, if widespread, could leave 
them unemployed.
